COURT OF KING’s BENCH—April 25. 

The Kino wv. SackviLLe Eart Tuanet, Mr O’Rrten, 
Mr Trompson, Mr Fikcuson, and Mr Gunter Brown, 
for a riot at Maidstone, upen the. trials for High ‘lreason, 
with intent to effect Mr O’Connor’s escape from the hands of 
justice, 

Mr Assot opened the prosecution. The indictment con- 
sisted of five counts, the heads of which were read. MrAttor- 
ney General opened the case, and stated, that if the defendants 
were guilty, a more henious offence was not recorded in the 
history of the law. 

The first witness called was Georce Srarrorp, clerk to 
the Commission, who tried the prisoners at Maidstone. He 
produced a copy of the record of O’Connor’s acquittal. 

Mr Serjeant Sueruern said, J am acquainted with Lord 
‘Thanet, with Mr O’Bricn, Mr Ferguson, and with Mr 
Thompson, but I did not see the latter at Maidstone. After 
the Jury had given their verdict, Lord Thanet was standing 
with his hack to the prisoners, and his face to the Court, at 
the right-hand of Mr O’Connor, on the side where the Bow- 
street officers endeavoured to advance. O’Brien was on the 
same linc. When the Jury pronounced the verdict not guilty, 
some person said, they are discharged, others said no, they are 
not; at that time O’Connor had his knees up to the bar, he 
was pulled back and restored to his seat. A question was put 
to the Court, are they not to be discharged? Mr Justice Buller 
replied, they are not discharged. One of the officers said, my 
Lord, I have a warrant against Mr OU’Connor. Mr Justice 
Buller then passed sensence upon O’Coigley, in a long intro-

Presently saw O'Connor put one leg over the box, afterwards 
saw him leap over thé bar; immediately a great scuilie and 
riot ensued, such as he never saw.before in a Court of justice ;

The short time (about a minute) the witness saw Ferguson, he 
did not observe him do any thing to assist the rioters. 

Mr Cuarces Assor examined by Mr Law.—Heard Fer- 
guson say, “ He is discharged,” and the Solicitor General re- 
plied, “ He was not.” He saw Lord Thanet upon the table, 
and heard Mr Justice Lawrence say to him to this effect, “ I 
think it would be an act of kindness in Mr O’Connor’s friends, 
to advise him to go quictly back to prison.” His Lordship 
then turned round, and he heard him speak, but not distinctly; 
the concluding words were, “ to have a run for it,” or, “ it is 
fair to have a run for it.’ Mr Sheridan answered, “ cither 
that he had done so, or that he would do so.” 

Mr Rivet, the Bow Street Officer—He saw a person in 
Maidstone Court, who he was told was Mr'Thompson, a mem- 
ber of Parliament. This person asked the witness, “ What 
business have you here?” Witness made little er no answer; 
but he asked again, andadded, “ Have you any thing against 
Mr O’Connor ?”

He heard a noise, and the words, 
“ What does that fellow do there, making a noise?” upon 
which the witness addressed the Court, that he had a warrant 
against O’Connor. ‘The Judge gave directions to the gaoler to 
keep all the prisoners safe. Mr O’Connor leaped over the 
bar. Witness called-out, “ Shut the door,” and was endea- 
vouring to. get forward, but was prevented by the people who 
sat upon the Bench. Mr Ferguson jumped upon the table, and 
flourished a stick to stop the witness; he sprung at him, and 
wrenched the stick out of his hand. He was then knocked 
down by a person with his two fists, and, immediately upon 
recovering, struck him with the stick three or four times. 
That person he understood to be Lord Thanet. Mr Garrow, 
* Look round the Court, and try if you can see him.” Upon 
Mr Garrow pointing to his Lordship, the witness said he be- 
lieved it was that man, but he would not positively swear it 
was. When O’Connor was brought back, he heard him ad- 
dress that person by the name of “ My Lord,” or “ My Lord 
Thanet.” 

Cross-examined by Mr Ersxinz.—Q. You say it was Mr 
Thompson who pulled you back by the leg, point him out. 
The witness pointed to a gentleman who sat the next man to 
Mr Thompson, and said he thought that was the man. 

Tuo. Adams, coachman to Mr Justice Buller, said, he was 
standing at the wicket door, he heard a voice say “ Spring,” 
which he did; he caught hold of O’Connor and said “ I'll be 
d d if you shall go;” he was immediately knocked down; 
he got up and seized O’Connor again—Q. Do you know the 
person that knocked you down? Ido not. He saw-a person 
with a wig and black gown, taking an active part in obstruc- 
ting the officers. 

Rog. Parker sworn.—Lord Thanet appeared in the act of 
obstructing the officers, and assisting O'Connor; he saw a 
gentleman in a gown and wig doing the same. 

Mr Erskine then proceeded upon the defence, and in a 
speech of four hours, touched upon all the topics that could 
possibly be of service to his clieuts, and most eloquently des- 
canted upon each particular. 

The ArrorNney GENERAL, after Mr Erskine had con- 
cluded his speech, stated, that as there was no evidence which 
could attach directly against Gunter Brown and Thomas 
Thomson, the jury were at liberty to acquit them. ‘They 
were consequently declared Not Guilty, and discharged. 

The Arrorney Generat intimated, that the persons re- 
maining accused, viz. Lord Thanet, Mr O’Brien, and Mr 
Ferguson, were at liberty to avail themselves of the evidence 
of Mr Brown and Mr Thomson, if they pleased, 

EVIDENCE FOR THE DEFENDANTS. 

Mr BemaripGe deposed—I was in the Court, and remem- 
ber Lord Thanet sat on my right hand. Mr Ferguson was in 
his own place, which he had professionally kept the whole day. 
I saw the Bow-street Officers press upon Lord ‘Thanet; and 
his Lordship, as if to prevent the pressure, moved upwards — 
His Lordship did nothing to obstruct Rivett in the discharge 
of his duty. Lord Thanet was so quiescent, that I never saw 
him attempt to molest the officer, nor did he ever make the 
smallest effort to strike him. So far as I could discern, his 
Lordship was by no means accessary in aiding the tumult. As 
to Mr Ferguson, I never saw him attempt to strike any 
person. J saw Rivett attack Lord Thanet, and beat him down. 
{ then remember to have heard Mr Ferguson desire the officer 
to desist, ard ask if he koew whom he was beating? Rivett 
answered—-] neither know nor care. Mr Ferguson said—it is 
my Lord Thanet, do mot strike! Ihave no hesitation in af- 
firming, that had Rivett struggled, he could not have wrest- 
led a stick out of Lord Thanet’s hands without my seeing it.

Regard- 
lefs of their threats, he cqntinued to defcend the ftairs, 
when a (hot was fired which went through his body; he 
fell, and thofe bloody ruffians completed their favage 
intention by piking him in twelve different places! 
They were pioceeding to plunder the houfe, when, 
dreading information by a fervant who efcaped from the 
houfe,:they made a precipitate retreat. It is, however, 
expected they will be taken; 

COVE, April r9.
